WEATHER HOLDS UP 
TULTZ; AMERICANS 
GOING TO AUSTRALIA 


Atlantic Take-Off Today 
Unlikely; High Wind 
Prevents Fueling. 


TRIO WANT TO SET 
RECORD OF DISTANCE 


Rumors 2 Will Quit Southern 
Cross Unfounded; Landed 
With 30 Gallons. 


St. Johns, N. F., June 5 (A.P.).—A 
report from Trepassy tonight an- 
nounced unfavorable weather over the 
Atlantic Ocean made it appear unlike- 
ly the monoplane Friendship would 
take off tomorrow on its projected 
flight to Europe. 

A high wind today delayed the work 
of refueling the plane and tonight 300 
gallons of gasoline remained to be 
pumped into the tanks. Wilmer Stultz, 
pilot of the plane, received reports in- 
dicating poor flying conditions over 
the sea, but said that a resumption of 
the flight, started Sunday with a se- 
cret take-off from Boston, would be 
made as soon as circumstances permit. 

Miss Amelia Earhart, Boston social 
worker and copilot of the plane, who 
hopes to be the first woman to com- 
plete the eastward air-crossing of the 
Atlantic, was said to be chafing at the 
delay and anxious to get started at the 
earliest possible moment. 


Destination Is Indefinite. 


Trepassy, N. F., June 5 (A.P.).—While 
Miss Earhart and her two male com- 
panions, Wilmer Stultz, pilot, and Louts 
Gordon, mechanic, grew impatient over 
their delay today, northwest winds 
swept the harbor here throughout the 
forenoon and made it impossible to re- 
fuel the plane. Except for the high 
wind, the weather conditions appeared 
favorable for the flight. The visibility 
was excellent. 

Miss Earhart and her companions 
made it known today that their desti- 
nation was indefinite. Although it was 
at first reported that they intended ‘o 
land at London, or Southampton, they 
said today that they planned to re- 
main in the air as long as their sup- 
ply of fuel ‘lasted, hoping to cover a 
greater distance than any of their 
predecessors who have succeeded 
crossing the Atlantic by air. 


Woman Backs Flight. 


London, June 5 (A.P.).—Mrs. Freder- 
ick Guest, the former Amy Phipps, of 
Pittsburgh, and the wife of Frederick 
Guest, Secretary of State for Air from 
1921 to 1922, today was revealed as a 
backer of the filght of the monoplane 
Friendship from America to England. 
She will fly to Southampton today to 
greet Miss Amelia Earhart and her com- 
panions on this year’s first transatlantic 
airplane flight to Europe. 

“We hope the filght will serve as a 
link of continued friendship between 
America and England,” Mrs. Guest said. 

“I originally planned to have the 
Friendship land in the Thames opposite 
the historic houses of Parliament, but 
the air ministry advised that South- 
ampton would be safer.” 

“Both Capt. Guest, myself and our 
children are deeply interested in the 
advance of aviation,” Mrs. Guest con- 
tinued. “The cost of the flight at the 
very least will be £8,000 (about $40,000), 
but I do not know the exact figure. 
The cost never has been an important 
consideration. We have spared no ex- 
pense to make the flight as safe as 
science and human ingenuity would 
permit in order to be truly helpful to 
the cause of aviation.” 

Mrs. Guest said that the filght 
preparations had been under way 
throughout the winter at Boston, where 
she had the cooperation of Commander 
Richard E. Byrd. 


Americans to Go to Australia. 


Suva, Fiji, Wednesday, June 6 (A. 
P.).—The American members of the 
Southern Cross crew will continue 
aboard the transpacific monoplane 
Southern Cross to Australie, it was 
announced here late today. This dis- 
pelled early doubt concerning Navi- 
gator Harry Lyon and Radioman 
James Warner. 

When the plane will take off for 
Brisbane, the next stage of the flight, 
was unsettled after an all-day inspec- 
tion of possible runways for the take- 
off. 

All day there had been rumors that 
Lyon and Warner would be left be- 
hind when the plane started for Bris- 
bane. These rumors had been cabled 
here in advance of the plane's arrival. 

Inspection showed that the giant 
plane had 30 gallons of gasoline left 
in its tanks after landing at Suva at 
the end of its 3,138-mile flight from 
Hawali. This was less than enough, it 
was, calculated to keep it up for 
another hour of flight. 


30 Gallons Left. 


Disclosure that only 30 gallons were 
left of the 1,275 to 1,290 taken aboard 
at Kauai Island carried its own story of 
how small was the margin by which 
the airmen succeeded. The great plane 
consumed approximately 36 gallons of 
gasoline an hour during its flight of 
34 hours and 33 minutes from Hawall 
to Suva.

Busch Murder Trios Plea 
To Go to Coolidge Today 


Executive Clemency Will Be Asked—Supreme Court 
Rejects Appeal of Moreno, Proctor and Eagles. 
Justice Bailey Denies Stay Hearing. 


An appeal to President Coolidge will 
be made today by counsel for Nicholas 
Lee Eagles, Samuel Moreno and John 
Proctor, now under death sentence at 
the District Jail for the shooting of 
Policeman Leo W. K. Busch. The 
United States Supreme Court yesterday 
delayed adjournment of its spring term 
until the petition of the trio for a re- 
view by the court had been considered 
and rejected. 

The President will be asked to com- 
mute the death sentences to life im- 
prisonment. Miss May T. Bigelow, of 
the law firm of Lambert, Yeatman & 
Bigelow, who actively directed the ap- 
peal before the Supreme Court yester- 
day, last night declined to make known 
the contents of the petition to the 
President. It will be presented at the 
Department of Justice today. 

Justice Jennings Bailey, of the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court, yesterday refused 
to hear a motion for a stay of sentence 
to enable the President to act upon the 
petition, but said that he would give a 
hearing Thursday. The triple execution 
has been set for Friday. 

The United States Supreme Court 
session lasted but four minutes. After 
disposing of two other cases before it 
the highest tribunal in the land reached 


the case of the Busch slayers. 


Chief Justice Taft stated that the 
petition had been filed and that after 
a full consideration thereof the court 
had denied the application for review. 
It had been announced that the court 
would be adjourned Monday for the 
summer, but Chief Justice Taft post- 
poned the adjournment in order that a 
full inquiry could be made into the 
petition. 

Commutation of their sentence by 
the President presents the last pos- 
sibility for life for the trio. The de- 
nial of the petition to review by the 
Supreme Court closed a long legal 
fight which has been waged since Sep- 
tember 26, 1926, when Policeman Busch 
was killed by the pistol fire of three 
men after he attempted to apprehend 
them in connection with a series of 
highway robberies. 

The trial lasted seven weeks and be- 
gan January 18, 1927. Five months 
from the day of the shooting the trio 
were found guilty of ‘irst degree mur- 
der by a jury and were sentenced to 
die in the electric chair by Justice 
William Hitz.

TO HOOVER IN CONTESTS 


AFTER OPPOSING SECRETARY, 


| strategy of Chairman at 


Kansas City Has the 
Leaders Puzzled. 


DRAFT-COOLIDGE AID 
IS FIRST SUSPECTED 


Hilles Also Changes His Stand 
After Voting for Unin- 
structed Men. 


SHIFTS KEEP POLITICAL 
PROPHETS GUESSING 


Simple Explanation Is Urged 
That Merits of Cases Are 
Behind Actions. 


Kansas City, June 5 (A.P.).—Seeking 
to assess the exact strength of Herbert 
Hoover in his quest for the Republican 
presidential nomination, those who will 
do the voting next week cast about 
tonight amid considerable perplexity in 
an effort to find out where William M. 
Butler stands. 

The way in which he has expressed 
himself in the balloting on contested 
delegates has caused a great deal of 
discussion, and delegates already on 
the ground are watching the political 
weather vanes closely to see if forth- 
coming .developments will give the 
secret away. 

More than as chairman of the Re- 
publican national committee, Butler’s 
position seems to be of first importance 
to the delegates because they are tak- 
ing into consideration his close friend- 
ship with President Coolidge. Until 
recently he was foremost in that group 
which favored Mr. Coolidge for another 
term notwithstanding his declaration 
that he was eliminated from consid- 
eration. 


Early Views Are Scrapped. 


When the first dozen or so ballots 
had been cast in the contest hearing, 
a number of views were expressed to 
explain Butler’s consistent voting 
against the forces friendly to Secretary 
Hoover. But shortly most of these had 
to be scrapped because on several occa- 
sions during this afternoon’s balloting 
the chairman voted for the instructed 
Hoover delegates. 

When his position on the earlier bal- 
lots was noted, the suggestion was put 
forward in some groups that Butler 
might be trying to clip Hoover’s wings 
in order that he might not be brought 
out teo far in front and thus foreclose 
the possibility of a draft-Coolidge 
movement. Others, however, suggested 
that Butler was voting solely upon the 
merits of the contested cases, and they 
believed their position was strength- 
ened when later he voted to seat Hoo- 
ver delegates. 

Interest also was expressed in the 
position of Charles D. Hilles, national 
committeeman for New York and a 
“draft-Coolidge” man. Hilles also had 
been voting consistently against the 
Hoover delegates,’ but late this after- 
noon on the seating of a district dele- 
gate from Louisiana a unanimously af- 
firmative vivi yoce ballot was recorded, 


Political Strategy Seen. 


The brunt of the Hoover opposition 
had been taken by the New York com- 
mitteeman. He offered most frequently 
substitute motions to seat uninstructed 
delegates after Ralph Williams, com- 
mitteeman for Oregon, offered motions 
to seat the Hoover instructed delegates. 

Among the suggestions advanced to 
explain Mr. Butler’s voting was one 
that clever political strategy might lie 
behind it. The argument was that a 
too determined stand in favor of Hoo- 
ver might give the impression that ad- 
ministration forces were trying to 
“steam roller” the Commerce Secretary 
into the nomination. 

Whatever the chairman’s motive may 
be, Hoover continued today to add 
Strength to his delegate list. To the 
entire Florida Hoover delegation, seated 
by the national committee yesterday, 
today were added pledged votes from 
Louisiana. Two Kentucky Hoover men 
also were seated. The defeated dele- 
gates, who sought seats on an unine 
structed platform, have the right to 
appeal from the committee decision but 
it has been unusual for either the cone 
vention or its credentials committee to 
overrule the central organization. 

The Commerce Secretary’s initial vice 
tories added to his followers’ optimism 
and led James W Good, his campaign 
Manager, to repeat with more emphasis 
his earlier prediction that Hoover would 
be nominated on one of the early bal- 
lots But those victories also served 
to stiffen the backs of his opponents 
who are making it plain that they ex- 
pect to assemble enough ballots to 
block Hoover’s nomination. 

A generally hopeful] outlook obtained 
among the Lowden people. Members 
of the national committee favorable to 
his candidacy voted against Hoover men 
in the delegate contest hearings but

TURNING DISREGARDED 


‘Motorists Find Meter Ma- 
 thines Taking to Left Side 
of Street to Pass.

Under the scrutiny of several ob- 
gervers of The Washington Post, bus 
and taxi drivers, indicted by public 
opinion as the most dangerous groups 
in the traffic situation of the National 
Capital, yesterday continued their fla- 
grant violations of the rules of safe 
and courteous motor vehicle operation. 
No abatement in the reported danger- 
ous speeding, nonsignaling, swerving 
and other practices on the part of the 
taxi group was to be noted anywhere 
in the citly, while in the case of only 
one bus-operating venture was any 
improvement to be found. 

Purther unfavorable public reaction 
the situation is anticipated as a re- 
sult of the apparent ignoring of the 
serious charges of traffic misconduct 
by both bus and taxi operators. The 


accusations set forth in The Post Mon- 
day established the public vehicle driv- 
ers as serious offenders against many 
of the most basic of the laws of safe 
and considerate vehicle operation, chief 
among them a constant usurpation of 
the rights of the private oar owner. 

A new note was injected into the 
situation yesterday by the receipt of 
scores of letters, in which lay observ- 
ers expressed the opinion that police 
indifference to the actions of public 
vehicle operators was in a large meas- 
ure responsible for their misconduct. 
Many specific instances of this appar- 
ent lethargy were cited in substanti- 
ation of the point made. 


Patrolman Overlooks Violator. 


Illustrative of the fact that there is 
a degree of merit in this charge was 
& case noted yesterday on H street 
a Post observer. Tho incident involved 
a@ taxicab moving at an excessive speed, 
swerving in and out among the mov- 
ing vehicular stream, passing two cars 
at an intersection ana narrowly miés- 
ing at least three vehicles in its mad 
dash. A policeman at the intersection 
mooned away the tedious minutes and 
completely missed the incident, which 
was brought emphatically to the notice 
of every one else in the vicinity. 

As stated previously, evidence was 
plentiful that the taxi driver and his 
employer apparently were little con- 
cerned over the public’s opinion of the 
former’s conduct on the thoroughfares 
of the National Capital. 

For one instance of this fact there 
might be cited the incident at one of 
the busy intersections on the outskirts 
of the shopping district where four 
cabs, representing three different com- 
panies, raced across the intersection 
while a string of seven private pas- 
senger cars—patently having the right- 
of-way—were forced to stand and wait. 
A private passenger car immediately be- 
hind the parade of public vehicles did 
come to a stop and yield the right-of- 
way to those to whom it obviously be- 
longed. 

Six Cabs Violate Rule. 


In the brief space of a few minutes 
six cabs were observed to turn around 
in the street in the financial district 
where the turns could not be made 
without backing. Directly contrary to 
the traffic regulations, each of these 
instances resulted in the blocking of 
all vehicular movement in both direc- 
tions while the taxi driver completed 
his illegal turn. What happened in 
this one case was repeated at a host 
of other points during the day. 

That unless forced to do so by his 
employer or some other agency, the 
taxi driver does not intend to change 
his conduct with reference to starting 
on the amber light was obvious from 
the actions of several who were blocked 
at light-controlled intersections behind 
The Post observer’s car. In only one of 
five such instances did the public 
vehicle operator fail to stert blowing 
his he-n violently the instant the light 
flashed amber. The Post observer was 
rewarded in each case by a dark scowl 
for waiting for the green light before 
getting under way. 

With reference to the general charge 
that the taxi driver will take to the 
left side of the street to pass, an illus- 
tration is provided by an incident ob- 
served at Columbia road, just west of 
Eighteenth street. In passing The 
Post observer's car this public vehicle 
operator went beyond the left car track 
with the right wheels of his cab and 
for more than fifty yards traveled down 
the left side of the street. The reason 
for his haste to pass a car already 
traveling at the legal rate of speed was 
all the more unexplainable since trail-

Taxicab Fails to Give Signal. 


Incidentally when he reached this 
stopping point he pulled up along- 
side another parked cab and halted 
prior to backing into the curb without 
giving a signal. 

On the matter of signals it was ap- 
parent to another observer that the 
taxi driver must regard himself as 
exempt from the regulations which re- 
quire that the driver pulling out from 
the curb must watch Out for traffic 
coming from behind. Several illustra- 
tions of this fact were noted during 4 
brief interval at a large hotel on Con- 
necticut avenue, where drivers not only 
paid no heed to the traffic followin 
but darted out from the curb withou 
s0 much as a casual hand signal. 
With respect to the action of bus 
drivers, as previously pointed out, one 
instance of improvement was noted. 
Whether it was due merely to circum- 
stances or to the fact that the opera- 
tor in question was impressed with 
public opinion as voiced in The Post 
article on Monday, of course, could not 
be determined. However, an observer 
noted that a number of buses of this 
particular company were being driven 
as near to the curb as practicable 
and that when forced to pull out they 
returned to the right side of the 
thoroughfare immediately. 


Buses Cow Private Drivers. 


To offset this, however, the morning 
rush hour in the business district pro- 
vided a number of instances in which 
the bus driver resorted to the pure 
bulk of his vehicle to intimidate the 
private passenger car driver out of 
his right-of-way. In one instance of 
this kind, where four buses forced 
their way through while at least 20 
private vehicles were forced to stop, a 
bus chauffeur essayed to lecture one 
impatient driver who undertook, half- 
heartedly, to exercise his right-of-way 
privilege.

ACCUSE BIBLE SOCIETY

Court Orders Investigation 
After Charge Is Made by Le- 
gion Vice Commander.

Rulings, They Declare. 


PERSONNEL BOARD MAY 
TAKE CASE TO CONGRESS 


Bar Association Speakers 
Laud Welch Measure and 
Predict Improvements. 


Preperstions to carry cut provisions 
of the Welch law, raising salaries of 


Federal employes and settling problems 
resulting from its interpretation by the 
office of Comptroller General McCarl, 
were considered yesterday by the Per- 
sonnel Classification Board while Fed- 
eral Employes Union headquarters were 
confronted with complaints regarding 
McCarl’s regulations for administration 
of the bill. 

Many protesting employes assert that 
the Comptroller General's regulations 
use the old average provision to mini- 
mize increases above the three lowest 
salary ratings, citing cases where mes- 
sengers would receive more money than 
hundreds of clerks, and that many high 
salaried workérs will receive large in- 
creases, while those in lower grades 
very small ones, 

Regulations of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s office are effective only to estab- 
lish relative positions and salaries to 
be paid from July 1 until the normal 
procedure of advancement is resumed, 
it was explained. 


May Go to Congress. 


The Personnel Classification Board 
may submit to the next Congress the 
problem resulting in Comptroller Mc- 
Carl’s action, whose regulations have 
supplanted the board’s authority over 
classification to the foregoing extent. 
It will not, however, rescind a circular 
issued May 29 asking for information 
on which to allocate positions under 
the Welch law, in accordance with its 
customary procedure. 

The board also is considering plans 
for preparing classification data on 
110,000 Federal employes in field serv- 
ice outside of Washington and collect- 
ing new data showing a comparison of 
wages as between private industry and 
the Government. 

Cc. C. Van Leer, Budget Bureau rep- 
resentative on the board; William H. 
McReynolds, Bureau of Efficiency rep- 
resentative, and Guy Moffett, Civil 
Service Commission representative, will 
direct this work. 

The investigation will apply to all 
field service with the exception of the 
postal service in which salaries are 
rated separately, the foreign service 
and mechanical and drafting groups, 
compensation of which is fixed by 
wage boards. 


Predicts New Legislation. 


Representative Addison Smith, of 
Idaho, member of the House civil serv- 
ice committee, in an address last night 
before the June banquet of the Federal 
Bar Association held at the Hamilton 
Hotel, predicted that the next Congress 
would pass legislation far more bene- 
ficial to the Government employe than 
the Welch act. 

Former Senator Thomas Sterling, of 
South Dakota, in taking up the cause 
of the Government employe, declared 
that it was a “wonder that they have 
stuck to their jobs as long as they have 
with their pay.” 

Mr. Sterling declared Government 
employes should demand a living wage, 
and that he believes Congress should 
pass such legislation as would guaran- 
tee them a decent and adequate wage 
scale. Mr. Sterling also said he hoped 
the Controller General and members of 
the Personnel Classification Board 
would “get together” in the interests 
of the Government employe. 


Congress Members Lauded. 


More than 200 members and their

FIRE RECORD. 
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SUPREME GOURT BRINGS 
ITS DOCKET UP 10 DATE 


History Made During Term 
Just Ended in Eliminating 
Delays of Other Years. 


(Associated Press.) 


The Supreme court, with the close 
of its present term yesterday, realized 
its fondest hope. It accomplished the 
self-imposed task of removing all con- 
gestion of cases and bringing its docket 
up to date. 

For the first time in its history cases 
were reached in regular order for oral 
argument during the term in which 
they were filed, and were not required 
to wait a year or more as formerly for 
final disposition. 

Changes in the laws relating to the 
right of appeal contributed to the re- 
sult, but the court, by the hardest 
kind of work, kept its docket from be- 
ing clogged. All criminal cases were 
by special order of the court promptly 
taken up and decided, not being per- 
mitted to use the docket as a haven for 
obtaining delay. 

During the term just closed the 
court had on its docket a total of 
1,049 cases, as compared with 1,183 
during the previous term. The de- 
crease of 134 cases was due to the re- 
striction placed by Congress upon the 
litigation which could be brought be- 
fore the court. 

The court disposed of 859 cases, leav- 
ing 190 carried over to the next term. 
A year ago it disposed of 888 cases, or 
29 more than this term, but carried 
over 295, or 105 more than this year. 

Following the adjournment yesterday 
Chief Justice Taft departed to spend his 
Summer vacation at Murray Bay. 
Canada, where he has had a summer 
home since 1892. 

Justice Holmes will spend the sum- 
mer as usual at Beverly Farms, Mass.; 
Justice Van Devanter at Georgian Bay, 
Ontario, Canada; Justice McReynolds at 
various places in the United States, in- 
cluding Atlanta, Ga., and Kentucky, 
and may take a trip to the South Sea 
Islands. 

Justice Sutherland is now in Naples. 
and will visit Lake Como, not return- 
ing to the United States until the fall. 
Justice Butler has taken a house in 
France, near Paris, where he will spend 
the summer, and Justice Sanford will 
go to Nantucket. Justice Stone will 
remain in Washington through June 
and after attending the American Bar 
Association meeting, where he will de- 
liver an address, will go to his summer 
home at Isle au Haut, Me.

convention on the nomination of the 
candidate. To do this the Hooverites 
would throw a large proportion of their 
votes to Coolidge on the first ballot. 
These votes, together with those of the 
out-and-out advocates of the drafting 
of Coolidge would give the President 
several hundred and would be likely to 
precipitate a stampede in his favor un- 
less his spokesmen in the convention 
should halt it with an announcement 
of the Executive’s positive declination. 

The lines of the battle to stop Hoover 
are now definitely drawn. The Eastern 
opponents of Hoover who are bent on 
crafting Coolidge have joined hands 
with the Lowden men from the corn 
belt and the supporters of favorite 
sons. These groups are widely at vari- 
ance on the nomination of the candi- 
date. They have virtually only one 
thing in common, and that is the de- 
sire .to prevent Hoover from winning 
the prize. They are in agreement in 
the belief that Hoover, if nominated, 
would lose not only the Middle West, 
but New York, Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey and other Eastern States. 


This combination of anti-Hoover 
forces has been overwhelmed in the na- 
tional committee in the decision of 
delegate:contests. The Hooverites have 
a strong grip on the committee and 
are using the whip hand freely. 


Te national committee spent most of 
the day hearing the contest between 
the rival delegations from Louisiana.

demand agricultural relief and a middle 
Western candidate.

SENATORS ARE TOLD 


Paid All Out of Own Pocket 
and Got No Contributions, 
Candidate Declares. 


BURTON EXPLAINS COST 
OF PRINTING SPEECHES 


Committee Expects to Hear 
One Witness Today and 
Recess for Conventions. 


(Associated Press.) 
The Senate committee survey of pre- 
convention expenditures of presidential 


candidates virtually ended yesterday 
when Senator Steiwer (Republican), 
Oregon, chairman, announced that with 
the exception of a possible witness to- 
day, hearings would be adjourned until 
after the Kansas City and Houston 
conventions. 

Senator Guy Goff, of West Virginia, 
victor over Secretary Hoover in the re- 
cent primary battle in that State, was 
the last witness heard. He testified 
that his campaign, so far as either he 
or his manager, Lucius Hogue, knew, 
had cost just under $3,000, all paid out 
of his own pocket. He filed an item- 
ized account showing outlays of $2,919 
and said he knew of no unpaid bills, 
and had received no contributions. 

Senator Steiwer said the possible wit- 
ness today was Fire Commissioner Gor- 
man, of New York City, but appeared 
uncertain whether Gorman was coming. 


Burton Tells of Expenses. 


During the convention recess of the 
committee, he added, the office staff 
would continue receiving and tabulat- 
ing belated mail reports. No plans have 
been made to project the inquiry into 
the election campaign itself and no 
date for the next session was set. 

Representative Theodore E. Burton, of 
Ohio, was the only other witness of the 
day. 

He explained that the printing and 
circulation in his State of 600,000 or 
more copies of his speech supporting 
Hoover's candidacy, answering the anti- 
Hoover speech of Representative Brand, 
of Ohio, had been arranged and paid 
for by George B. Lockwood or other 
Hoover national campaign officials. 

Burton gave his own checks to the 
Government Printing Office for 
work because of a legal question as to 
the right of any one other than a 
member of the House or Senate to 
order such duplication of excerpts from 
the Congressional Record, he said, but 
was reimbursed. His own outlay was 
$62 for 10,000 copies which he sent out.

Goff was questioned extensively about 
advertisements supporting him appear- 
ing in many West Virginia Republican 
papers.

The changed direction 
of this policy has been shown by the 
abolition of the commissariat of emi- 
giation, with the creation instead of the 
office of general direction of Italians 
abroad at the foreign ministry That 
the United States modify or. maintain 
the so-called immigration bill is its own 
affair.

We 
desire only that they should be proud 
of their origin.

and mild in his denunciation. 

“Our relations with Austria are 
diplomatically correct,” he said, “but 
it depends on Austria to reach a de- 
gree of greater cordlality.”

Counsel Prepare to Make Final 
Arguments in Contempt 
Case Today. 


(Associated Press.) 

Both the prosecution and the de- 
fense rested their cases yesterday in the 
trial of Robert W. Stewart, chairman of 
the board of the Standard Ol. Co. of 
Inalana, 

Counsel for both sides then went into 
conference to prepare for the legal bat- 
tle which is slated to intervene before 
the jury is called upon to decide 
whether the oil man was guilty of a 
misdemeanor in refusing to answer 


questious put to him by the Senate in- 
vestigating the Continental Trading 
Co. Final arguments are scheduled to 
get under way today, but some doubt 
was expressed that these and the court's 
instructions wi:l be completed so that 
the case can go to the jury before 
tomorrow. 

Stewart took the stand yesterday in 
his defense and testified that he had 
declined to answer two questions put 
to him on successive days and had chal- 
lenged the authority of the Senate com- 
mittee to propound the questions. Ex- 
cept in one instance, the oil man’s tes- 
timony was marked by a smiling ur- 
banity, and his replies were brief. 


Oil Magnate Questions Record. 


District ttorney Leo A. Rover 
brought up the transcript of the Senate 
committee hearing while Stewart was 
on the stand. While asserting that the 
answers read by Rover contained the 
“Import” of what he had said before 
the Senate committee, in response to a 
question by Senator Nye, of North Da- 
kota, the oil man lost his smile and 
even his voice at one point. This was 
n reference to his answer to Nye’s in- 
quiry whether he knew “of any one who 
received these bonds that the Conti- 
nental Trading Co. are purported to 
hive dealt in?” 
Stewart's reply, as recorded by the 
Senate committee reporter and read yes- 
terday by Rover, was: “Senator Nye, 1] 
did not personally receive any of these 
bonds or make a dollar out of them; 1] 
personally did not make a dollar out of 
the transaction.” 

When this was read, Stewart’s face 
reddened and he rose slightly in tne 
witness chair to declare emphatically: 
“I deny absolutely that I said that |} 
never personally received any of these 
bonds.” 

A moment later he added, less hel- 
profited from any of the Continenta) 
bonds. 


Stewart Principal Witness, 


The defense occupied less than four 
hours, with Stewart as the principal 
witness. He was followed by Edward J 
Bullock, vice president of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, who testified that 
he had been present on February 3, the 
second of the two days on which Stew- 
art refused to answer questions rel- 
ative to any Knowledge that he might 
have had regarding what persons han- 
died the continental bonds, or to 
whether he had conversed with Harry 
F. Sinclair regarding the bonds. 
Bullock and two others affiliated with 
the Indiana company also testified re- 
garding the senators who had been 
present when the questions were pro- 
pounded, and in each instance it was 
said that these had been senators Nye, 
Walsh, of Montana, and Bratton, of New 
Mexico. Frank J. Hogan, counsel for 
Stewart, introduced affidavits by Sena- 
tors Dill, of Washington, and Norbeck, 
of North Dakota, also members of the 
committee that they were not present 
when Stewart declined to answer. 
Hogan also read from the Senate 
rules regarding the necessity of a 
quorum for committees to do business, 
and it is expected that the final defense 
argument will contend that the lack of 
a quorum when Stewart appeared made 
the committee meeting irregular. 
Argument also is expected to be made 
against yesterday's ruling of Justice 
Siddons in excluding an affidavit of a 
St. Louis newspaper man, to the effect 
that he had suggested questions for 
the Senate committee members to °sk 
Stewart. District Attorney Rover con- 
tended that the only matter at issue 
was whether or no the questions which 
Stewart refused to answer were per- 
tinent.

LITHUANIA GOVERNMENT 


Naming of Vilna as Capital Is 
an Act of Provocation, 
He Says. 


MENACE T0 PEACE SEEN 


Geneva, June 5 (A.P.).—Staid con- 
servative Sir Austen Chamberlain, Brit- 
ish foreign minister, chose to forego 
restraint this afternoon in his con- 
demnation of the Lithuanian govern- 
ment and in a bitter denunciation of 


that state characterized its proclama- 
tion naming Vilna as its capital “an act 
of ill will and provocation.” 

The stand taken by Sir Austen has 
astonished international. statesmen 
gathered here, who see in it an action 
most unlike the British minister and 
one perhaps indicative of the stand a 
great power will take should the con- 
troversy develop further. 

In fact, his remarks have created 

anew the impression here that the 
Lithuanian-Polish relations constituted 
a serious menace to the peace of Eu- 
rope. 
Sir Austen’s strong statements came 
in the course of a conversation with 
British journalists. He insisted he 
could not help but be disturbed over 
the publication of the Lithuanian con- 
stitution with its clause naming Vilna 
as its capital. 

“Sympathy naturally goes to weaker 
nations,” he said, “but if a small and 
weaker nation goes out of its way to 
take irritating and provocative action 
against oa more powerful nation or 
shows itself unreasonable, obstinate 
and uncompromising, it will deprive it- 
self of the sympathy of its neighbors,” 

Augustine Waldemaras, Lithuania’s 
dictator, submitted to questioning by 
newspaper men following the Cham- 
berlain remarks, and, while he would 
not commit himself so definitely as 
had Sir Austen, he declared Lithuanla 
was ready to respect the territorial in- 
tegrity of member states of the League 
of Nations, but could do this only when 
relations with Poland have been regu- 
lated satisfactorily. 

His only comment with regard to 
Vilna was, “The frontiers between 
Lithuania and Poland have not yet 
been fixed definitely.”

NEW NOBILE MESSAGES 
STIR SOVIET TO ACTION 


Expedition Ordered to Noval 
Zembla and Franz Josef 
Land by Moscow. 


KINGS BAY IS SKEPTICAL 


Moscow, June 5 (A.P.).—Influenced 
by numerous reports from the north- 
ern coast of European Russia and Sibe- 
ria that radio signals had been heard 
seemingly from the dirigible Italia, the 
Soviet Ruscue Commission tonight de- 
cided definitely to send an expedition 
to Nova Zembla and Franz Josef Land. 
They are convinced that some trace of 
Gen. Umberto Nobile and his seven- 
teen fellow adventurers will be found 
in that region. 

The expedition will consist of the 
ice cutter Maligin, carrying an air- 
plane, and another vessel, the Persey. 
The Maligin will proceed from Archan- 
gel along the western shores of Nova 
Zemble. Whenever conditions permit 
the plane will scout ahead. The Per- 
sey will proceed from Murmansk, cours- 
ing along Kromki Land. 


The commission tried without suc- 
cess to confirm advices received this 
morning from Murmansk saying that a 
message from the Italia had been 
picked up at Ordosk, Tobolsk, Siberia. 
This message, according to the rumor, 
announced that the Italia was down on 
Franz Josef Land. 


On the heels of an S O 8S message 
believed to have come directly from 
the Italia on Franz Josef Land, which 
was picked up by a radio amateur in 
North Dvinsk province several days 
ago, came additional reports of frag- 
mentary radio calls picked up last 
night and this morning. 

At the same time that it rushed 
preparations to survey Franz Josef 
Land, the rescue commission made 
public a statement this morning ex- 
pressing belief that the Italia finally 
would be located on Franz Josef Land. 

Kings Pay, Spitzbergen, June 6 (A.

The character of the next genera- 
tion will be shaped by the present day 
college girls of the Nation, Representa- 
tive Charles A. Mooney, of Ohio, yes- 
terday told the graduating class. at 
Trinity College at exercises held in 
Notre Dame Chapel.

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THE WIRE-TAPPING CASE. 


The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the wire-tapping case, 
while undoubtedly disappointing to the 
public, is based upon law. Before the 
people make haste to condemn the ma- 
jority opinion, let them study it. They 
will find that the majority and minority 
do not differ in their abhorrence of the 
offense against decency that is committed 
when law officers tap telephone wires 
running into private homes. The ma- 
jority, however, stand upon established 
law, which admits evidence without re- 
gard to the unlawful manner in which 
the evidence may have been obtained. 

The fact that wire-tapping is a misde- 
meanor in many States does not obscure 
the point at issue, which is that evidence 
thus obtained is admissible under the 
law. 

The prohibition officers who tapped 
wires were guilty of a crime and should 
be punished; but the evidence they ob- 
tained is admissible, nevertheless. The 
Supreme Court takes note that the law 

. does not make a nice distinction between 
ethical and unethical methods of obtain- 
ing evidence. The law looks at the evi- 
dence, not at the method by which it was 
procured. 

If the people of the United States 
wish to make telephone and telegraph 
messages inviolable they can accomplish 
the purpose by commanding Congress to 
enact a law that will make inadmissible 
in Federal criminal trials any evi- 
dence obtained by unlawful intercep- 
tion of these messages. Is it advis- 
able to make all such messages privi- 
leged? At present a court or a commit- 
tee of Congress can require the produc- 
tion of telegrams and records of tele- 
phone conversations, and sometimes the 
evidence thus obtained promotes the ends 
of justice by exposing the criminal and 
his crime. The people must decide 
whether they wish to make the rule of 
privacy so rigid as to shield criminals as 
well as innocent persons. Judging by the 
rule that applies to letters passing 
through the mails, the people would, if 
they could, throw about telephone and 
telegraph messages the inviolable privacy 
that attaches to a letter in the mails. 
But the mails are carried by the Govern- 
ment itself, which in a sense is a trustee 
for the sender and the recipient, and 
Federal law makes a letter inviolable. 
The opening of private mail by postal 
officials, for espionage purposes, would 
be an intolerable invasion of private 
right. Telegraph’ and telephone mes- 
sages, however, are transmitted by pn- 
vate corporations and there is no Federal] 
law protecting the privacy of these mes- 
sages. 

Apparently most of the States have 
already made unlawful any interception 
of these messages. But this is not suffi- 
cient. The admissibility of evidence thus 
obtained must be denied, if private tele- 
- phone and telegraph messages are to be 
made safe from the espionage of over- 
zealous Federal agents charged with en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. These 
agents pay little attention to the State 
laws making it a misdemeanor to tap 
wires. If the evidence they obtain by 
these detestable methods were ruled out 
of court, the incentive to commit crime 
| for the purpose of apprehending crimi- 

_ nals would be gone. 


THE VILNA CONTROVERSY. 
Whe official text of the note sent by Foreign 
Minister Zaleski to the Lithuanian govern- 
" ment in regard to Vilna is not of the bellicose 
character that was reported in special dis- 
patches to the United States. Minister Zaleski 
enters a protest against the action of Lithuania 
in proclaiming Vilna the capital of the Lithu- 
 anian republic, contrary to the vote of the 
Vilna Diet, the decision of the conference of 
- ambassadors, and the final resolution of the 
council of the League of Nations. The note 
does not make any threat whatever, but is a 
re: x inder to Lithuania of its obligations, 
the Zaleski note is a firm statement 
and stands upon its rights, its text is, 
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provocative action of Lithuania. The world 
had been led to expect an adjustment of all 
differences between the two countries after 
the amicable exchanges between the Lithuanian 
premier and Marshal Pilsudski at Geneva a 
few months ago. Minister Zaleski suggests 
that Lithuania’s action in claiming Vilna ‘‘can 
only embitter and hinder the present negotia- 
tions, aimed at establishing good understanding 
between these neighboring countries and as- 
suring peace.” 

As a member of the League of Nations, 
Lithuania is bound to abide by the covenant 
and to respect the territorial integrity of 
Poland as determined by the league’s au- 
thority. If-the league is to be effective at all, 
its members must be loyal to it. 


ROARING MORE GENTLY. 

The crusader in Gov. Adam McMullen of 
Nebraska has yielded to the practical poli- 
tician. Back in Lincoln from the meeting of 
farm leaders in Chicago, the Nebraska chief 
executive has not even a kind word for the 
farmers’ march on Kansas City which he 


sponsored immediately after the McNary- 
Haugen bill was vetoed. The great descent 
of the embattled farmers upon the convention 
would be another ‘‘Coxey’s army” or ‘‘clown- 
ing circus parade,” according to the man who 
less than two weeks ago recommended the 
agricultural migration as the only specific for 
the ills of the farm belt. 

The reformation of Gov. McMullen does not 
end with that startling disavowal of his brain 
child. He has announced in addition that he 
and his supporters will make no demand to 
have either the McNary-Haugen bill or the 
equalization fee named in the Republican 
platform as the infallible farm panacea. The 
third element in the Nebraskan’s renunciatory 
mood is a promise that there will be no bolt 
from the party, no matter what may be the 
Outcome of the Kansas City deliberations. 

It is evident from the startling about-face 
in which this political friend of the farmer 
has engaged that the Chicago conference was 
counseled by some of its members to adopt a 
less belligerent attitude. There remains in 
the fire-eating program uttered a fortnight 
ago only the opposition to Secretary Hoover 
and preference for Lowden, Dawes and Curtis, 
in the order named. 

There is no public explanation for this 
change of front, but it is logical to surmise 
that the pseudo farmers finally discovered 
that their well-simulated cries of rage were 
likely to hurt rather than help enactment of 
the planks and policies they favor. The Re- 
publican party could not yield to the demands 
of the farmer-politicians and at the same time 
go to the country with an indorsement of the 
Coolidge administration. The President's 
farm bill veto message indicated that there is 
a guif there too wide to span by the mere use 
of words. The result, then, of the sectional 
clamor for a McNary-Haugen plank could 
only be a stiffening of the lines of those who 
believe the Coolidge record .a much _bet- 
ter asset for the party than the adoption of 
an unsound economic theory. If this esti- 
mate of what has taken place is true, the farm 
block is endeavoring now to save by concilia- 
tion what it may have already lost by bluster. 


THE MUSCLE SHOALS BILL. 


President Coolidge is still withholding ac- 
tion on the Muscle Shoals bill, and in the 
opinion of the friends of that measure he can 
convert it into a law by signing it on or be- 
fore Thursday. Should he fail to do so and 
fail to send his veto to Congress at the begin- 
ning of the next session, it is contended in 
some quarters that such failure will serve to 
make the act a law without his approval. 

In some States, notably New York, the gov- 
ernor has ten day after a bill is sent to him in 
which to sign or disapprove it, even though 
the legislature, which enacted the bill, may 
have adjourned. But until very recently it 
has been the rule in Washington to consider 
all bills which have failed of Executive ap- 
proval on the day of adjournment as dead by 
the ‘‘pocket veto’’ process, even though the 
bill might have been sent to the President 
during the last moments of the “long session.”’ 

Last year, however, the House committee 
on the judiciary held that the rule after the 
adjournment of the first, or long session, fs 
different from the rule that applies at the ex- 
piration of a term of Congress, and the 
Speaker has twice ruled in accordance with 
the judiciary committee’s view. There has 
never yet been a ruling by the United States 
Supreme Court on the point at issue, but 
should the President fail to act now, or to 
send a veto message to Congress at the next 
session, it is quite probable that the court will 
be asked to rule on the question whether the 
Muscle Shoals act is really the law of the land, 
as will be contended by its friends, or whether 
his failure to sign it within the ten days has 
had the effect of killing it. 

It is quite possible that the question will be 
carried to the courts in any event, for some of 
the attorneys of the fertilizer manufacturers 
contend that as the Executive signature was 
not attached on the day of adjournment, the 
bill was vetoed by the pocket process. 

It is highly desirable that this question 
should be definitely decided by the highest 
court, and the Muscle Shoals bill may afford 
an excellent medium through which that deci- 
sion may be secured. 


RADIO CABLE MERGERS. 


Owen D. Young, chairman of the board of 
the Radio Corporation of America, has denied 
officially that negotiations are pending looking 
toward the sale of the communication services 
of the corporation to the International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. In the same breath he 
has called attention to the fact that under 
the White law combinations of radio and cable 
companies are unlawful, a situation that in 
his opinion is “prejudicial to the interests of 
the Nation.”” The two statements taken to- 
gether mean this: Radio is not talking merger 
at the present* time because of a prohibitive 
law, but it is of the opinion that the law must 
be. changed to permit radio-cable mergers if 


the high place that America has achieved in 


the field of communications is to be main- 
tained. 

The much-advertised radio-cable merger of 
English companies has not yet materialized, 
but it has become known that a committee of 
parliament appointed to study the question is 
ready to recommend that all empire communi- 
cation services be amalgamated in a privately- 
owned and operated company. The British 
postoffice and the Labor party oppose the 


| recommendation, largely upon the ground that | 


certain transoceanic communication services 
provide revenues that partially offset the losses 
of the British Inland Telegraph service. 

Thus it is apparent that the British and 
American companies are eyeing each other 
closely, each awaiting unification moves and 
each prepared to battle stanchly for world 
superiority. It is said that the British merger 
would be effected in short order were an 
American merger consummated, but it is be- 
lieved further that the British merger will be 
effected, whether or not a similar development 
takes place on this side. In this event there 
would be one gigantic company under British 
control, capitalized probably at $268,500,000, 
in direct competition with three American 
companies—the Radio Corporation, the West- 


ern Union and the International Telephone &. 


Telegraph Co., each in turn competing with 
the other. The British company probably 
would have many material advantages. Its 
more costly cable services, for example, could 
be operated at reduced rates in the face of 
competition, and the deficits occasioned there- 
by could be more than offset from the profits 
earned by the less expensively operated radio 
services, 

Unquestionably a situation exists that de- 
mands close attention. Its crux, so far as 
the United States is concerned, lies in the 
White law and whether or not progress in 
American communications depends upon its 
repeal.

THE PRINCE AND THE PLANE. 
Some months since there was a near-panic 
in Great Britain when the Prince of Wales, 


both in the hunting field and on the race 
track, was falling off his horses at the fences 
with a regularity that became monotonous. 


The prince is a good sport and, as nothing 
more sevye)us happened to him than a broken 
collarbone and a few bruises, he made light 
of the whole thing and, like every other gen- 
tleman who goes horseback riding, he took 
his tumbles as ordinary incidents and as being 
all included in the day’s work. Not so, how- 
ever, with a great many of those who hope 
one day to be his subjects when he ascends 
the throne. These timorous and cautious and 
ultra-loyal people got all worked up at the 
danger to which the heir to the throne was 
unnecessarily exposing himself. They del- 
uged the newspapers with protests; they 
made representations to the prince himself; 
they spoke of petitioning, and mayhap did 
petition, his father the king. In fact, for a 
while a visiting foreigner might be excused 
for suspecting the arrival of a constitutional 
crisis. The storm, as storms will, blew over, 
and the prince stuck to his riding, though not 
always to his horse. 

Now, however, observe a contrast. Recent- 
ly ff was announced that, in order the more 
easily to keep his many engagements in vari- 
ous parts of the country, the Prince of Wales 
intended to use a Royal Air Force plane, which 
was to be held at his disposal. One might 
not unreasonably think that this method of 
transportation involved more dangers than 
riding to hounds or engaging in steeplechase 
contests. But the protests were few and 
scarcely audible. Even when, the other day, 
the prince actually did fly from Scarborough 
in Yorkshire to the airdrome in Norfolk, near 
Sandringham, King George’s country resi- 
dence, and again, three days later, from Nor- 
wich to London, there was scarcely any out- 
cry against his action. 

The prince is just as popular and well-be- 
loved as ever, and it is not lack of concern 
for the safety of his person that has caused 
the conspiracy of silence regarding his flying 
proclivities. It is, rather, that in Great -Bri- 
tain, as well as in France, Germany, Belgium 
and other European countries, flying is already 
practically recognized as one of the normal 
means of travel. Much has been done in 
Britain to make flying popular, as well as 
successful. Its adoption by the Prince of Wales 
as a convenient and rapid method of loco- 
motian can scarcely fail materially to increase 
its pepularity. .

Insanity Experts, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: So 
ic is proposed to change the laws in 
regard to the trial in criminal cases 
where insanity is set up as a defense, 
trying the case before a committee of 
experts instead of before a jury. The 
Constitution requires that a person 
charged with crime shall be tried by a 
jury of his peers. That might stand 
in the way of the proposed change, if 
we ever paid attention in these days 
te constitutional provisions. Suppose, 
however, the change should be made; 
would it insure any better results than 
the present jury system? Did any one 
ever hear of a case where experts 
agreed? 

The association that is proposing this 
change refers to the Remus case. It 
will be remembered in that case four 
experts testified that Remus was insane 
when he killed his wife and four ex- 
perts testified that he was perfectly 
sane. Moreover, three of the experts 
who testified as to insanity, within 
less than ten days after he was sent 
to the hospital testified that he had 
become sane. On that he based his 
claim for a discharge. 

Until we can get a better set of ex- 
perts it would be futile to try cases 
before them. The late Admiral Ammen 
said.that in the Navy there was always 
two courts-martial, one organized to 
convict, and one to acquit. If the 
proposition now discussed is ever to be 
adopted we would have a jury organ- 
ized to hang, for they would. never 
agree. Paid experts should never be 
permitted to testify. If called as wit- 
nesses they should receive only the 
pay of witnesses, not as experts.

*You should scrub the arms and legs 
each day with warm water and a pure, 
mifld soap. I advise the use of a bath 
brush. ou may expect to find that, 
at first, after a vigorous scrubbing with 
the brush, the skin will feel a bit sore 
and tender. If this is the case, pat on 
a‘little antiseptic lotion. A weak solu- 
tion of boracic acid, or peroxide, is good. 
— 


rub with a coarse towel each morning, 
this to be followed by a cool shower or 
sponge bath. A rub-down with ordl- 
nary table salt before the morning 
bath, not more than once a week, will 
be helpful. 

If, in addition to being dry, the skin 
itches, you will do well to rub in-<« 
little olive oil or cold cream after the

THE ANSWERS. 

1. One Spade. In spite of the three 
Aces, a No Trump should not be con- 
sidered with a hand ‘ontaining a worth- 
less singleton and a biddable Major— 
not to mention a Major two-suiter. As 


between the two MajJors, the Heart is 
the stronger, but the Spade the higher- 
valued; and as there is no difference in 
length and the difference in strength is 
not very material, the Spade should be 
named first because it makes the show- 
ing of the two suits much simpler Only 
when the Heart is both stronger and 
longer, or when it ts at least two cards 
longer, should it be named first. 

2. One Spade. Here we have the case 
of a Third Hand who should show a 
better bid over partner’s Minor. In this 
case there is quite a zood chance that 
pertner may have the Clubs stopped, 
giving North a good No Trump bid, but 
with a Major two-sulter the Club risk 
ought not to be taken. South must 
have some side strength. but it may be 
iti Spades or Hearts and not in Clubs. 
This is a hand in which the Spades 
should be named first, so as to show a 
two-sulter, if possible. 


3. One Heart. With this bidding, 
West’s double having announced 
strength in both Hearts and Spades, 
and East having such great help for the 
double, there is every probability that 
East's selection will stend and that he 
will not have a chance to make @ second 
bid. That being the case, it is wiser for 
him to name the stronger of his two 
qual length Majors; and consequently 
the Heart is selected in preference to 
the Spade.

DANGERS IN LAUGHING TOO 
IfIEARTILY,. 


HE Hon Martin Madden, leader of 

Congress and a vyeteran repre- 

sentative from Illinois, died sud- 
denly as he was laughing heartily. 

Mr. Madden was well beyond three 
score and ten years of age. For several 
years he had been in broken health, 
suposedly the rsult of disease of his 
heart and blood vessels. Ii was gen- 
erally agreed that his race was nearly 
run. In spite of this he kept working 
hard at his job. This his heart seemed 
to stand up under. Within two days 
he had made a fight on the floor which 
necessitated at least one exhausting 
speech. This had not overstrained his 
heart. While in his rooms, a friend 
told a good story. Mr. Martin laughed 
loud and hard and fell over in the at- 
tack which shortly ended his life. 

The point to the story ts that hard 
laughter is violent muscular work and 
may strain q diseased heart beyond its 
capacity for maintaining balance. The 
advice that follows is that men with 
serious heart and blood vessel troubles 
should follow the detailed advice of 
their physicians in the matter of laugh- 
ing. A competent physician in charge 
of a heart case advises his patient in 
minute detail as to exercise, work, rest, 
sleep and diet. This he regards as more 
important than advice as to medicines. 
Advice as to laughter should be ‘n- 
cluded in the list of subjects covered. 


Laughter is the result of short, hard, 
jerky contractions of the diaphragm, 
the great heavy muscle which separates 
the chest from the abdomen. The heart 
lies on this muscle at certain places,

The great vessels to and from the heart 
pierce this muscle. Also lying against 
the diaphragm, are other great organs, 
which indirectly affect the heart, such 
as the lungs on the upper side, the liver 
and stomach on the under surface. 

No other form of exercise, except it 
be violent coughing, bears so directly 
and so powerfully on the heart as does 
explosive laughter.

ONDON, June 5 (A.P.).—A vaga- 

bond army camped tonight on Ep- 

som Downs, where tomorrow the 
year’s finest 3-year-olds will match 
speed and stamina for Derby honors in 
the world’s most famous horse race. 
Within sight of the stables where spir- 
ited colts received their training min- 
istrations, gypsy and tenderfoot from 
the city gathered around watchfires to 
debate the merits of their favorites. 

In accordance with the traditions of 
the derby eve these nomads, profes- 
sional and amateur, had come as the 
vanguard of the horde which will 
swarm the Downs to view the supreme 
turf classic. 

The names most heard about the 
fires were Fairway, Sunny Trace and 
Flamingo, a trio of grace and power, 
full worthy to share the glory of Derby 
day. 


Fairway remained the prime fa- 
vorite. Lord Derby’s colt galloped 
six furlongs today, showing a fine 
burst of speed in the final work- 
out that brought joy to the heart 
of his jockey, Tommy Weston. 


After Fairway, which the experts are 
backing strongly, betting support swung 
impulsively to Lord Dewar’s brown 
speedster, Sunny Trace. This-colt has 
@ fine, if somewhat inconsistent, rec- 
ord to boom him, but the fact that it 
will carry last year’s champion rider, 
Gordon Richards, has gained additional 
friends. Less flashy, but more depend- 
able, is Flamingo, whose unflagging 
courage and fair speed warrant high 
esteem. 

Rain is forecast for tomorrow, and if 
the course is heavy Flamingo’s stock 
will be stimulated. Charley Elliott, 
who coaxed Call Boy home first in the 
Derby last year, will be astride Sir 
Laurence Phillips’ colt.

Like tens of thousands of his sub- 
jects, King George will journey by mo- 
tor car, abandoning the special trains 
and carries of former years.

New York, June 5 (A.P.).—Tex Rick- 
ard announced today he will seek a 
test of the new Federal revenue law, 
increasing from 10 to 25 per cent the 
tax on fight tickets or other amuse- 
ment admissions over $5. 

The New York promoter, with an eye 
to the effect of the new tax law on the

Blames Lack of Bees 
For Scant Fruit Crop 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Martinsburg, W. Va., June 5.—Lack 
of bees is blamed in larve measure for 
the heavy apple crop “drop” here this 
spring, by Dr. H. E. Knowlton, of the 
extension division, West Virginia Uni- 
versity, who addressed a meeting of 
fruit men last night. ‘The bee colony 
is entirely inadequate for the needs of 
this section, Dr. Knowlton said, sub- 
mi‘ting as evidence the fact that many 
of the young apples dropping are shown 
' .s.ave only two seeds in them, which, 
he declared, was due to insufficient 
pollenization. 

“Bees are absolutely essential to 
proper pollen distribution,” he said, 
“and particularly in wet weather, and 
when the pollenization time is short, 
bees assist in getting a fair ‘set’ for 
the fruit.”

" Washington will be served by three 
Passenger air services within a month. 
The announcement of the latest service 
by the National Capital Airways, Inc., 
came yesterday from Richmond, Va., 
and the plans call for the institution 
of the service on June 15. 

A few days ago, W. C. Wakefield, a 
Detroit financier, who organized and is 
president of the Dixie & Northern Air 
Line, announced that the Capital 
would be a link in a passenger service 
line between New York and Miami. 
This service will start early next month. 

Robert Funkhouser, president of the 
Seaboard Airways, Inc., has announced 
plans for a passenger service between 
Washington and New York. The local 
company has four Ryan monoplanes in 
readiness and work is progressing on a 
waiting room at the field, upon the 


completion of which the service will be 
inaugurated. 


Plan Round Trip Service. 


The announcement of the National 
Capital Airways declared that the serv- 
ice, in the near future, would be en- 
larged so that two daily round trips 
between Richmond and New York and 
week-end service to Virginia Beach 
would be scheduled. 

The planes will leave Richmond dally 
for New York at 7:30 a. m. and 4 p. m., 
and arrive at New York at 10 a. m. and 
7:15 p.m. Planes will also leave New 
York for Richmond at the same time. 
The schedule also calls for planes from 
Norfolk connecting at Washington witn 
all planes from Richmond and New 
York. The week-end schedule to Vir- 
ginia Beach has not been completed. 


Will Operate Five Planes. 


The regular schedule will not be put 
into effect at once, due to the fact that 
factories are unable to deliver sufficient 
planes by June 15. At least five planes 
will be used in the inauguration of the 
service, and by August 1, it is expected. 
the regular schedule will be started. 

The service will use Fokker Univer- 
gal planes and will use Hoover Fieid 
as the local landing station. Each 
plane will have space for six passengers 
‘in an inclosed cabin fitted with parlor- 
type chairs. The planes will carry two 
pilots. Passenger rates will be $45 one 
way between Richmond and New York 
and $80 a round trip, and $15 one way 
between Washington and Richmond, 
and $25 a round trip. The corporation 
is capitalized at $1,000,000. 


U.S. Army Band Going

HANNA IS TO START 
CAR FARE FIGHT SOON 


Hearing Before Utilities Com- 
mission May Be Begun 
Early Next Week. 


Preparations are in progress for a 
controversy over ‘“eet car fares, begin- 
ning probably next week. John H. 
Hanna, president of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co., yesterday reiterated his inten- 
tion of applying for a fare increase for 
his company, and said he probably 
would file his application next week. 


G. Thomas Dunlop, vice president and 
general counsel of the company, tele- 
phoned the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion to ask about the regulations gov- 
erning public hearings before the com- 
mission. 

Willlam McK. Clayton, chairman, and 
W. A. Roberts, vice chairman, of the 
public utilities committee of the Feder- 
ation of Citizens Associations, said that 
they would attend the public hearings 
on the proposed increase of fares, to 
oppose the granting of an increase, at 
least without a new valuation and sub- 
mission of disputed policies to the 
United States Supreme Court.

MEDAL DIE SOUGHT 
TO HONOR LINDBERGH 


Sculptors Invited to Submit 
Plaque Designs by 
August 31. 


An invitation to sculptors for the 
submission of designs for a gold medal 


to be presented to Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh in commemoration of his 
achievements, as provided in a resolu- 
tion passed by Cangress about a month 
ago, was issued yesterday by Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon. 

Plaster models will be received at the 
office of the Director of the Mint up 
to the close of business August 31, and 
Secretary Mellon and the Fine Arts 
Commission will pass upon the merits 
of the models by September 15, the an- 
nouncement states. 

The sculptor of the design accepted 
will receive $1,000, although the Treas- 
ury reserves the right to reject all de- 
signs. The sum of $500 has also been 
appropriated to cover the cost of the 
preparation of the dies and the manu- 
facture of the medal. Designs submit- 
ted in the form of sketches or draw- 
ings will not be considered, as all de- 
signs must be in the form of plaster 
models, from 8 to 12 inches in diameter, 
and in condition to be used by the 
Mint in preparing the master dies, and 
with no identification marks on the 
model. The finished medal will be ap- 
proximately 3 inches in diameter.

BRONZE TABLET MARKS

A bronze tablet marking the place 
where almost 100 years ago the Ches- 
peake é& Ohio Canal emptied into 
Tiber Creek, was unveiled on a two- 
story building at Seventeenth and B 
streets northwest yesterday, under aus- 
pices of the Office of Public Buildings 
and Public Parks. 

Lieut. Col. U. S.. Grant, 3d, presided 
at the services. Frederick D. Owen, 
Federal artist designer, now working for 
the office free of charge after retiring, 
unveiled the tablet.

The inscription on the tablet states, 
“Lockkeeper’s house, formerly the east 
terminal of the Chespeake & Ohio Canal, 
erected about 1835, The canal passed 
along the present line of B street in 
front of this house, emptying into 
Tiber Creek and the Potomac River. 
The Office of Public Buildings and 
Public Parks. June 4, 1928, marking 


the one hundredth anniversary of the 
opening of the canal.”

EZRA WINTER NAMED 
ON ART COMMISSION 


Famous Painter Chosen to 
Succeed the Late H. Sid- 
dons Mowbray. 


Ezra Winter, noted mural painter, 
New York City, was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Commission of Fine Arts by 
President Coolidge yesterday, succeed- 
ing the late H. Siddons Mowbray.

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AOLOGE PRAISES 
CHILD LABOR LAW 
W EFFECT JULY 


Supplants Statute in Force 
29 Years, Making Impor- 
tant Changes. 


PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION 
ARE FAR MORE DRASTIC 


School Officials Preparing -to 
Issue Statement to Employ- 
ers Clearing Details. 


President Coolidge, it was stated at 
the White House yesterday, regards the 
new CappersZihlman child labor law 
for the District as one of the outstand- 
ing pieces of legislation enacted at the 
last session of Congress. The law sup- 
plants one that is 20 years old. With 
the law becoming effective July 1, 


school officials are making plans for an 
early educational campaign to acquaint 
employers with the new provisions. 

In order to carry on this campaign 
and to enforce the law, it probably will 
be necessary to use workers who now 
are employed in taking the school cen- 
sus, and enforcing the compulsory at- 
tendance law. 

At the next session of Congress Dr. 
Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools, probably will ask that provi- 
sion be made in the first deficiency 
bill to pay for the services of regular 
child labor inspectors. 


Provides Physical Examination. 


The new labor law is intimately 
bound up with the compulsory school 
attendance law enacted in 1925. In 
fact, the same men introduced both 
measures—Senator Capper, chairman of 
the Senate District committee, in the 
Senate, and Representative Zihlman, 
chairman of the House District com- 
mittee, in the House. 

The act of 1925 was designed to com- 
pel children to attend school; the act 
of 1928 is cesigned to so regulate the 
labor of children thai they will attend 
school in a fit physical condition. It 
requires physical examinations for all 
minor employes, regulates their em- 
ployment in dangerous occupations, 
provides for the issuance of employ- 
ment certificates and prescribes harsh- 
er penalties than the old law. 

The provisions of the new law em- 
brace all gainful occupations, whereas 
the old one was limited. Thus, the 
old law failed to regulate the employ- 
ment of juvenile lan.plighters or truck 
Jumpers. 


Odd Jobs to Be Permitted. 


So far as a minimum age is con- 
cerned, both laws prcvide that no child 
under 14 may be gsinfully employed 
outside of the home Schoo! officials, 
however, have no intention of being 
fanatical in enforzing the law—that is, 
they have no intention of trying to 
prevent a boy from earning a little 
money cutting the neighbor's lawn or 
running an errand 

Miss Fay L. Bentley who is in charge 
of the department on school attendance 
and work permiis, is planning to issue 
a statement in the near future which 
will make clear to all employers and 
parents the exact provisions of the 
new law.
